AUSTIN, Feb. 27.—W— 


The Texas house of repre- 
sentatives passed a bill to- 
day that would reduce the 
poll tax to $1. The vote was 
106 to 26. 


In most counties, voters 


are required to pay a poll 
tax df $1.75. The constitution lev- 
ies a. poll tax of $1, the state lev- 
,ies an additional tax of 50 cents 
'and the couoties, i- all but eight 
instances, levy a tax of 25 cents. 
Under the bill the state and coun- 
ty tax would be eliminated. 


The house reached on its calen- 


dar, but failed to start considera- 
tion of, a bill by Representative 
John W. Laird of Lufkin to abil- 
.ish the existing appointive three 
member highway commission and 
substitute 
therefor 
an 
elective 


commission 
of five members 
to 


be chosen by districts. 


There was a sharp division of 


opinion in the house on the pro- 
posal to allow the counties to levy 
a poll tax of 25 cents in addition 
to the proposed state tax of $1. 


1 Proponents of the county tax as- 
serted the counties would be crip- 
pled financially if they were pro- 
hibited from 
making the 
levy. 
An amendment to allow the coun- 
tie» to levy the tax was defeated, 
64 tc FS. 


Should the reduced poll tax bill 


become effective it was estimated 
that it would decrease the 
re- 
ceipts of the general revenue fund 
by $750,000 annually. Sponsors of 
the bill, however, said it would 
increase the receipts of the avail- 
able school fund by $200,000 
be- 


cause morj persons would pay 
their poll taxes i' the amount was 
leduced. All of the constitutional 
..poll tax goese to Ihe school fund. 


Judiciary Bill in Senate.
